Mont., aa the hou.se foreisn nffnir.s committee (juc.itioned 
Ache.ton on President Truman'w broad prosram to acnd 
money, material nnil military missions to the two Mediter- 
ranean countries. 

Acheson hesitated for a moment and then solemnly de- 
clared : 

"I waa going to .say— no po.ssibility that it would lead to 
war." He paused again then added: 

"I don't think it could lend to war. By fltrcntttheninR the 
forces of democracy and freedom, you do a great deal to 
eliminate the friction between "

Mr. Schattc had no auggestlons for leglsla- 

■ tlon. He simply asked the house labor com- 
; Dilttee for an Investigation of the two-year-

; violence which has accompanied It. 
: He told of slugglngs and beatings and of

] The testlmony of Mr. La Quardla and -Mr.

partisans on both sides of the labor question. 
; Following these extremes of opinion, Mr. La 
: Quardla and Mr. Schattc seemed to make 
, particularly good sense. 
. It Is too bad that, because of certain in- 
l^divldunla' Irresponsibility, congress must con^ 
: alder enacting laws which perhaps 
: theoretically unsound nnd unjust. But since 
I present laws permit a selfish dLsregard of 
•public welfare, there seems to be no'solutlon 
: except to Impose some restrictions, It Is up 

to congress to proceed wisely In drafting 
.-legislation which will curb the opportunities 
: for heedless dictatorship without Injuring 
;the rights of the rank and file and their 
: responsible leaders.

KEHIND THE GREEK CRISIS 

Not since Pearl Harbor has an Interna' 
:tlonal crisis burst upon the American public 
jas unexpectedly bs the present Greek emer- 
:gency. The explosive elements had been at 
jhand for some time. Their nature had been 
;made known piecemeal and off the record 
:by government officials to correspondents 
;for what are known as "dope stories." 
: It was known that Mr. Truman and con^ 
grcsslonal leaders were conferring secretly. 
■But not until the President cancelled hla 
Caribbean cruise did the public realize fully 
what was up. 

Between this time and Mr. Truman's mes' 
sage to congress some quick ndju.qtment^ In 
thinking had to be made by the legislators 
and by the public. Perhaps, It might have 
been better to start the public explanations 
earlier and make haste more slowly. But 
since this wasn't done, it Is necessary to face 
up to the situation In a hurry. 

The plight of Greece and of Britain affects 
this country In a number of ways. Not the 
least ImporUnt Is its bearing on the na^ 
tlonal budget and on the military appropri- 
ations Included In It. 

The military subcommittees have heard 
testimony from representatives of the va- 
rious branches of national defense. Since 
they have been meeting in closed session 
their line of thinking la a secret. But cer- 
tain events have taken place since the hear- 
ings began which are bound to alter that 
thinking. 

One of the most Important of these events 
is the drastic cut In Britain's armed forces. 
Both the army and the RAF arc being re- 
duced more than half— the army from 2- 
fl,50,OOD In 11340-47 to 1,210,000 in 1947-48; the 
RAF from 700,000 officers and men in 1946-47 
to 370,000 in 1947-48. 

It must be clear to our congressional 
apenders that, as things stand today, a cut 
In British military strength approximates 
a cut In our own. We think It would be weU 
If congress would make known its under- 
atanding of the situation, consistent with 
aecurlty, to a people who have ahown them- 
86lTM willing to spend money lor national 
delenae aa well as eager for an economical 
operation of the government.
